NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 


OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 


SECTION 1. That Chapter 12.5 be added to the City of | 


Fort Wayne Code of Laws as follows: 
CHAPTER 12.5 SAFETY VILLAGE/SURVIVE ALIVE HOUSE 
Sec. 12.5-1. Safety Village/Survive Alive House Commission. 


Sec. 12.5-2. Operation and Maintenance. 


CHAPTER 12.5 SAFETY VILLAGE/SURVIVE ALIVE HOUSE 
SECTION 12.5-1. Safety Village/Survive Alive House Commission. 


(a) Establishment. It shall be the purpose of this commission 
to oversee matters of policy and budgetary activities of 
the Safety Village/Survive Alive House facility located at 
Southtown Mall, including fundraising efforts and 
expenditures for development and expansion from funds in 
the Safety Village/Survive Alive Trust Account with the 
City of Fort Wayne. 


(b) Composition/Terms. 


The Safety Village/Survive Alive House Commission shall be 
a voting seven-member board. The Commission members shall 
be appointed to serve a three-year term, terms to be 
staggered. No limit shall be set on the number of terms a 
commissioner may serve, all members to serve without 
compensation. 


(1) Three (3) of the commission members shall be appointed 
by the Mayor; one each from the Mayor's staff, the 
field of education and the business community. The 
four (4) remaining members of the commission shall be 
appointed one each by the Fort Wayne Fire Department, 
the Fort Wayne Police Department, Parent Teacher 
Association and Southtown Mall, which appointments 
shall be made from within each department or 
organization. 


(2) At the outset, the Mayor shall appoint one person to 
serve two (2) years, and two people to serve three (3) 
years. The Police and Fire Department shall each 
appoint one person to serve two (2) years, and the 
other appointments shall each be for a term of (3) 
years. 


(3) This selection shall not be based on political 


affiliations, but on interest in child safety and 


dissemination of knowledge of same. 


(c) Organizational meeting: 


(a) The first meeting of the commission shall be convened | 


by the Director of Public Safety. 
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(b) The commission shall elect a chairman, vice-chairman, 
and a secretary from among its members. 


(Å) Meetings, rules and regulations. 


The commission shall meet at least once each month, or upon 
special call by the chairman, or upon the written request 
to the chairman by any three (3) members. It shall adopt 
rules and regulations as may be necessary or appropriate in 
its judgement to carry out the provisions of the ordinances 
and laws under which it exists and performs its functions. 


(e) Quorum. 


Four (4) members of the Safety Village/Survive Alive House 
Commission shall constitute a quorum to do business. 


(£) Vacancies. 


In the case of vacancy in office due to death, resignation, 
incapacity, removal or otherwise, the appointment to fill 
the vacancy so occurring shall be made by the original 
appointing body for the unexpired term only and shall be 
subject to the provisions stated in Section 12.5-1(b). 


SECTION 12.5-2. Operation and Maintenance. 


(a) Safety Village. The Fort Wayne Police Department 
shall be responsible for all duties involved with the 
routine operation of the Safety Village facility and 
shall dictate and approve all expenditures from its 
budget necessary to fulfill this responsibility. 


(b) Survive Alive House. The Fort Wayne Fire Department 
shall be responsible for all duties involved with the 
routine operation of the Survive Alive House and shall 
dictate and approve all expenditures from its budget 
necessary to fulfill this responsibility. 


SECTION 12.5-3. Severability. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. The invalidity of any section, clause, 
sentence, or provision of this ordinance shall not affect the 
validity of any other part of this ordinance. 


SECTION 12.5-4. Effective Date. 
That this Ordinance be in full force and effect from and after 


its passage and any and all necessary approval by the Mayor and 
all necessary publication.
